STATEMENT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  COUNTY  CANVASSERS  OF  THE  CITY  AND 
County  of  New  York,  in  relation  to  votes  given  lor  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor, 
Clerk  of  Court  of  Appeals,  Canal  Commissioner,  Inspector  of  State  Prisons  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress. 

The  Board  of  County  Canvassers  having  met  at  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  said 
County,  on  the  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth,  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  seventeenth, 
eighteenth,  nineteenth,  twentieth  and  twenty-first  days  of  November,  A.D.  ono 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  to  canvass  and  estimate  the  votes  given  in  the 
several  Election  Districts  of  said  County  at  the  General  Election  held  on  the  fourth 
day  of  November,  In  the  year  aforesaid,  do  certify  as  follows,  to  wit: 

That  it  appears  on  such  estimate  and  canvass  that  the  whole  number  of  votes  given 
for  the  office  of  Governor  was  seventy-six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-seven.
